REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 

SOÏÏTÏÏ  Aï'BïOAH  yWLLlU  LIBEABT 

TO  BE  SUBMITTED  AT  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  ON  FRIDAY,  APRIL  26th,  1889. 


The  Committee  of  the  South  African  Public  Library  has  the  honour  to  submit  to  the  Subscribers, 
tvt  their  General  Annual  MectiuiJ!,  a  report  of  its  proceedings  during  the  past  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  arrangements  made  with  the  Government,  the  post  of  Chief  Librarian  has 
been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Fuancis  Samukl  Lewis,  M.A.,  for  five  years  one  of  the  Assistant.s  in 
the  Bodleian  Library,  Oxford.  For  this  selection  the  Committee  is  indebted  to  the  courtesy  of  Sir  Henuï 
Baukly,  K.C.B.,  and  Mr.  J.  G.  Gamble,  M.A.,  lately  a  member  of  the  Librai-y  Committee. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  procuring  valuable  works  of  reference  to  fill  the  gaps  in 
the  various  departments.  The  Hon.  Sir  Gohuon  Si'kigu  has  interested  himself  in  this  important  object, 
and  the  sum  of  £1,(X10,  voted  for  the  purchase  of  standard  works  of  reference,  is  being  utilized  to  fill  up 
deficiencies.  Some  difficulty  is,  however,  experienced  in  providing  accommodation  for  this  valuable 
accession. 

The  attention  of  the  Chief  Librarian,  -who  entered  on  his  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  has 
been  chiefly  devoted  to  the  prepai-atiou  of  lists  of  standard  works  which  it  is  desirable  to  acquire  as  early 
as  possible. 

There  has  been  a  shght  increase  in  the  circulation  of  Books  and  Periodicals,  whilst  the  number  of 
Readers  and  Visitors  remains  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  Committee  regi-ets  to  have  to  report  that  the  number  of  Subscribers  has  fallen  below  that 
of  last  year. 

The  suggestions  made  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  have  been  kept  in  view,  and  carried  out  as  far 
as  was  practicable.

Academy  of  Science  (Munich),  the  Smithsonian  Institution  (America),  Professor  MacOwan,  W^.  Hiddingh, 
Esq.,  P.  W.  BouRDiLLON,  Esq.,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kotze,  and  Sir  E.  Chadwick,  K.C.B.,  to  all  of  whom  the 
thanks  of  the  Subscribers  and  the  Public  are  due. 

From  a  record  kept  the  number  of  Readers  and  Visitors  to  the  Institution  during  the  past  year 
amounts  to  23,435,  showing  a  daily  average  of  89,  the  highest  number  in  one  day  being  129,  and  the 
lowest  22.

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REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    OF  THE 


  CAPETOWN,  

To  be  Submitted  at  the  ANNUAL  MEETING  on  FRIDAY,  APRIL  25lh,  1890. 

The  Committee  of  the  Softh  African  Public  Library  has  the  hoiiouv  to  submit  to  the 
Subscribers  at  their  General  Aunnal  Meeting*,  a  report  of  its  proceedings  during  the  past  year. 

The  question  of  the  extension  of  the  Library  occupies  a  prominent  place  in  the  work  of  tlie 
year.  For  this  purpose  the  Premier  (Sir  Gordon  Sprigg)  placed  upon  the  estimates  the  sum  of 
£2,000,  on  condition  that  the  Committee  raised  by  public  subscription  a  like  amount.  The 
Committee  laid  before  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers,  held  October  4tli,  1889,  a  detailed 
statement  of  its  action  in  this  mitter,  which  was  cordially  ratified.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
the  Committee  agreed  to  raise  the  required  sum,  and  to  hand  over  to  the  Government  bDth  of  these 
amounts,  viz  :  £2,000  subscriptions,  and  £2,000  Parliamentary  Grant,  in  order  that  a  separate 
structure  should  be  erected  for  the  Museum,  on  the  completion  of  which  the  whole  of  the  building 
now  occupied  by  the  Library  and  Museum  will  be  given  up  for  Library  purposes.  The  Committee 
is  happy  to  state  that  the  labour  of  collecting  this  comparatively  large  siwn  has  been  very 
successful,  about  £1,900  having  been  up  to  the  present  time  actually  received.  The  thanks  of  the 
Subscribers  and  the  public  are  due  to  the  gentlemen  who  undertook  the  task  of  cauvassing,  and 
especially  to  the  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Smith  and  the  Ven.  Archdeacon  Lightfoot. 

Considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Library  of  Reference  through  the  liberal 
pi'ovision  made  by  the  Government  for  that  purpose. 

The  ivorking  of  the  system  of  Book  Clubs  has  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  Committee. 
The  regulations  permit  the  recognition  of  such  a  Club,  when  not  less  than  ten  young  men  of 
limited  means  agree  to  pay  10/-  per  annum,  of  which  number  oue  shall  be  appointed  Secretary  to 
conduct  their  business  with  the  Librarian.  At  the  present  time  there  are  six  recognised  Book  Clubs, 
numbering  10,  10,  10,  27,  30,  27,  respectively.  Practically  each  member  of  a  Book  Club,  paying 
10/-  a  year,  enjoys  the  same  privileges  as  a  Third-class  Subscriber  who  pays  20/-  per  annum,  and 
who  also  deposits  10/-  as  a  security  against  loss.  It  is  certain  that  owing  to  the  absence  of  any 
deposit  fund,  the  institution  has  sustained  loss  through  these  Book  Clubs,  from  the  miscarriage 
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of  the  volnmos  lent.  If  Book  Clubs  are  to  be  continued,  a  deposit  of  at  least  5/-  from  each  member 
should  be  enforced  ;  but  some  of  the  Committee  think  that  the  conditions  of  a  3rd  class  subscription 
and  the  10/-  deposit  are  fairly  within  the  means  of  all  wish  to  take  out  books  for  home  reading. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  duties  of  his  office,  and  the  extra  work  connected  with  the  Library 
Extension,  the  Librarian  has  been  engaged  in  preparing  a  list  of  books  added  to  the  Library  since 
the  printing  of  the  existing  catalogue  in  1881.  The  greater  part  of  this  list  is  in  the  printer's 
hand'^,  and  will,  when  completed,  be  incorporated  with  the  old  catalogue,  which,  in  its  tui-n,  will 
be  thoroughly  revised  with  a  view  to  a  new  edition. 

The  Committee  is  happy  to  i-eport  that  the  number  of  Subscribers  is  increasing.  From  the 
lists  appended,  it  will  be  seen  that  319  have  subscribed  for  a  whole  or  part  of  the  year,  while  166 
have  been  members  of  Book  Clubs,  making  a  total  of  nearly  500  who  have  had  the  privilege  of 
taking  books  for  home  reading. 

The  amount  received  from  subscriptions  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1889,  was 
£343  ;  that  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1890,  is  £398  10s. 

The  circulation  of  books  and  periodicals  has  largely  increased.  The  number  of  works  and

REPORT 


OF    THI',    COMMITTKK    Ol'  TIIK 


CAPETOWN, 


To  be  Submitted  at  the  ANNUAL  MEETING  on  FRIDAY,  APRIL  17th,  1891. 


The  Committee  of  the  Boith  Afiucan  Public  Likuaky  has  the  honour  to  submit  to  the 
Subscribers  at  their  General  Annual  IMeeting,  an  account  of  its  proceedings  during  the  past  year. 

In  the  last  report  your  Committee  stated  that  the  sum  of  £1,900  had  been  actually  received 
towards  the  £2,000  required  to  secure  the  grant  of  a  similar  sum  voted  by  Parliameut  for  tlie  extension  ot 
the  Library.  Both  of  these  amounts,  viz.,  £2,000  subscriptions  and  £2,000  Parliamentary  Grant,  were  to 
be  handed  over  to  the  Government  in  order  that  a  separate  structure  should  be  erected  for  the  Museum,  on 
the  completion  of  which  the  whole  of  the  building  now  occupied  by  the  Library  and  Museum  was  to  be 
given  up  for  the  purposes  of  the  Library. 

Towards  the  end  of  March,  1890,  your  Committee  received  an  intimation  from  the  late  Government 
that  it  was  intended  forthwith  to  commence  the  erection  of  the  new  Museum  building,  with  a  request  thart 
the  £2,000  subscription  money  should  be  handed  over  to  the  Colonial  Secretarj'.  To  this  it  was  answered 
that  the  total  amount  had  not  been  collected,  but  that  the  sum  of  £1,900  had  been  received  and  placed  on 
fixed  deposit.  Your  Committee  was  informed  that  this,  with  the  interest  accruing,  would  be  accepted  on 
account  of  the  amount  of  £2,000  to  be  contributed  by  the  Committee.  The  deposit  notes  were  accordingly 
sent  to  the  Colonial  Secretary,  who  duly  acknowledged  their  receipt. 

After  the  resignation  of  the  late  Ministry,  finding  that  no  progress  was  being  made  in  the  erection  of 
a  new  Museum,  a  deputation  from  the  Committee  waited  upon  the  Government  to  ask  what  steps  were 
being  taken  in  the  matter.  The  deputation  was  informed  by  the  Premier  (the  Hon.  Cecil  Rhodes)  and  the 
Treasurer-General  (the  Hon.  John  X.  Merriman)  that  as  the  money  voted  by  Parliament  had  not  been 
drawn  before  the  end  of  the  financial  year  the  grant  had  lapsed  ;  that  the  Government  were  in  treaty  for  the 
purchase  of  the  Castle,  which,  if  acquired,  would  be  converted  into  a  Museum  ;  that  the  whole  of  the 
present  building  would  then  be  given  up  for  the  use  of  the  Library;  and  that  the  money  raised  by 
subscription  would  then  be  returned  for  putting  the  additional  portion  in  a  tit  state  for  a  Library.  Your 
Committee  heard  with  some  astonishment  that  the  Parliamentary  Grant  had  been' allowed  to  lapse,  as  it 
was  with  the  express  object  of  securing  it  that  the  subscription  money  had  been  handed  over  to  the 
Government.  Your  Committee  believes  that  the  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  Castle  have  made  no 
progress,  and  is  consequently  anxious  as  to  the  intentions  of  the  Ministry  regarding  the  development  of  the 
Library.  Two  years  ago  the  Subscribers  were  informed  of  the  need  for  additional  space  ;  they  will  therefore 
not  be  surprised  to  be  told  that  the  question  is  now  becoming  exceedingly  urgent. 

At  the  last  General  Annual  Meeting  the  subject  of  privileges  to  book  clubs  was  discussed,  and  at  a 
Special  Meeting  held  May  13th,  1890,  these  were  withdrawn.  Of  the  166  then  reported  to  be  members  of 
these  clubs,  13  have  since  the  withdrawal  become  annual  subscribers,  and  i  have  subscribed  for  less  than 
a  year. 

The  Committee  is  happy  to  report  that  the  number  of  Subscribers  is  still  increasing.  Last  year 
319  subscribed  for  a  whole  or  part  of  a  year  ;  the  number  is  now  396. 

•  Your  Committee  has  pleasure  in  stating  that  owing  to  the  action  of  tlie  Hon.  Mr.  .Justice  Smith,  the  subscriptions  have  since 

more  than  reached  the  required  sum  of  £2,000. 


The  amount  received  from  subscriptions  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1889,  was  (with  book  clubs) 
£3i3  ;  that  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1890,  was  (with  book  clubs)  £398  10s.  ;  that  for  the  year  ending 
March  31st,  1891,  is  (without  book  clubs)  £415.  Your  Committee  notes,  with  pleasure,  that  this  is  the 
largest  annual  amount  received  from  Subscribers  for  30  years  ;  and  when  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that 
at  that  time  the  third-class  (one  pound)  subscription  was  the  exception,  and  not  as  now,  the  rule,  some  idea 
may  be  gained  of  the  increase  of  those  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  the  Institution. 

Your  Committee  is  glad  to  acknowledge  that  the  interest  shown  by  the  late  Ministry  in  the  Eeference 
Library  has  been  maintained  by  the  present  Government.  A  sum  of  £500  was  placed  on  the  Estimates  by 
the  Treasurer-General  and  voted  by  Parliament  for  further  purchases. 

The  question  of  opening  the  Library  during  the  evening  has  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Conimittee, 
and  on  February  16th  it  was  resolved  to  open  the  institution  at  night,  provided  the  Government  supplied 
the  apparatus  for  the  electric  light  and  other  things  necessary  before  the  Library  can  be  in  a  condition  for 
evening  use  ;  and  also  that  the  Town  Council  contribute  £350  a  year  towards  the  necessary  expenses.  A 
deputation  waited  upon  the  Government,  and  received  a  favourable  reply.  A  satisfactory  answer  was  also 
made  by  the  Town  Council,  and  the  Committee  hopes  that  within  a  comparatively  short  time  the  necessary 
work  will  be  finished. 

An  alphabetical  catalogue  will  shortly  be  placed  in  the  Library  for  the  use  of  readers.  A  method  has 
be?n  adopted  by  which  all  possible  use  will  be  made  of  the  existing  list.  To  effect  this  it  has  been  necessarv 
to  catalogue  the  works  received  since  1881,  the  last  year  in  which  any  systematic  attempt  was  made  to  keep 
the  catalogue  up  to  date. 

The  Library,  in  common  with  other  institutions,  will  suffer  loss  from  the  stoppage  of  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  Bank.  To  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  situation  the  sum  of  £200  was,  after  due  notice,  borrowed 
from  the  Capital  Account.  This  has  now  been  repaid,  and  your  Committee  hopes  that  the  ultimate  deficit 
will  not  be  of  sufficient  amount  to  seriously  aíï'ect  the  usefulness  of  the  Library. 

The  shares  in  the  Commercial  Exchange  held  by  the  Library  Committee  have  been  acquired  by  the 
Government.  The  money  received  for  them  has  been  invested,  and  the  Library  will  be  Ijenefited  by  having 
a  fixed  and  increased  income  from  the  property,  instead  of,  as  formerly,  a  sum  on  which  no  depeudence, 
either  as  regards  time  or  amount,  could  be  placed. 

As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  the  number  of  Eeaders  and  Visitors  to  the  Institution  during  the  past 
year  amounts  to  29,682,  showing  a  daily  average  of  97,  the  highest  number  in  one  day  being  16i,  and  the 
lowest,  53.    The  total  number  last  year  was  25,382.

REPORT

To  be  Submitted  at  the  ANNUAL  MEETING  on  FRIDAY,  APRIL  22nd,  1892. 


The  Committee  of  the  South  African  Public  Library  has  the  honour  to  submit  to  the  Subscribers 
at  their  General  Annual  Meeting,  an  account  of  its  proceedings  during  the  past  year. 

Your  Committee  has  steadily  kept  in  view  the  extension  of  the  Library  as  agreed  upon  with  the  late 
Government ;  the  Subscribers,  having  faithfully  performed  their  part  of  the  contract,  naturally  look  to  the 
Government  to  proceed  with  their  part,  viz.,  the  construction  of  a  new  museum. 

A  deputation  from  the  Library  waited,  in  May  1891,  upon  the  Colonial  Secretary  (the  Hon.  J.  W. 
Sauer)  and  the  Treasurer-General  (the  Hon.  John  X.  Merriman)  ;  and,  after  a  joint  conference  in  February 
1892  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Museum  and  your  Committee,  a  deputation  from  the  two  bodies  represented 
their  case  to  the  Premier  (the  Hon.  Cecil  Ehodes)  and  the  Colonial  Secretary. 

Your  Committee  regrets  to  be  unable  to  report  that  the  Government  have  decided  to  proceed  with 
the  erection  of  a  new  building.  The  need  for  it  is  urgent  ;  for,  until  the  Library  possesses  the  whole  of  the 
present  structure,  no  separation  can  take  place  between  the  Reference  Library  and  the  Circulating 
Department  ;  a  consummation  greatly  desired  by  South  Africans,  and  for  which,  whether  resident  in  the 
neighbourhood,  in  distant  parts  of  the  Colony,  oi  even  in  Europe,  they  subscribed  with  exeuiplary  liberality. 

Unexpected  delays  have  occurred  to  prevent  the  Library  being  opened  in  the  evening,  but  your  Committee 
is  conscious  of  having  spared  no  pains  to  remove  all  that  seemed  likely  to  retard  that  event.  Apprehension 
appears  to  be  felt  in  some  quarters,  that,  when  the  \vire  doors  are  completed,  the  privileges  of  subscribers 
and  readers  will  be  curtailed.  Your  Committee  feels  sure  that  such  will  not  be  the  case,  and  that  none 
but  the  irresponsible  idler  will  have  cause  to  regret  the  greater  security  with  which  the  volumes  will  be  kept. 

Your  Conmiittee  regrets  to  be  compelled  to  state  that,  although  the  Town  Council  has  promised  the 
sum  of  £350  when  the  Library  shall  actually  have  been  opened  during  the  evening  to  the  public,  that  body, 
under  its  newly  acquired  powers,  rated  the  present  structure  at  £22,000,  which  was  reduced  (but  only  after 
protest)  to  £18,000,  and  lias  already  made  a  demand  for  payment  of  the  rates  for  the  years  1891  and  1892, 
amounting  to  £G00.  Inasmuch  as  the  Library  and  Museum  may  be  regarded  as  institutions  for  the 
promotion  of  the  education  of  the  people,  free  of  charge,  ii  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  the  rate  has  been 
imposed,  especially  as  under  the  general  ^Municipal  Act  the  l)uildings  would  be  altogether  exempt  from 
taxation. 


An  alphabetical  author  catalogue  has  been  placed  in  the  Library.  During  its  compilation  it  became 
evident  that  there  was  a  large  number  of  omissions,  but  these  will  be  supplied  as  opportunitj'  offers.  In  the 
meantime  the  Librarian  has  commenced  a  slip  catalogue  on  the  lines  adopted  by  the  great  European 
libraries,  a  labour  which  will  occupy  some  considerable  time. 

Your  Committee  has  been  enabled  to  add  many  valuable  books  to  the  Eeferencc  Library  owing  to 
the  kindness  of  the  Government  in  placing  upon  the  estimates  the  sum  of  £500  for  this  purpose,  which  was 
allowed  by  Parliament. 

At  the  last  General  Annual  Meeting  it  was  resolved  to  admit  those  who  were  dependent  upon  their 
own  exertions  for  support,  and  whose  incomes  did  not  exceed  £150  a  year,  to  the  privileges  of  the  Library 
at  half  the  usual  charge,  viz.,  ten  (10)  shillings  per  annum  and  a  deposit  of  five  (5)  shillings.  Your 
Committee  has  to  report  that  up  to  March  Slst  of  this  year  only  two  enquiries  had  been  made  respecting  the 
reduced  subscription.  Of  those  who  made  the  enquiry,  one  became  a  subscriber  in  the  usual  way,  and  of 
the  other  nothing  further  has  been  heard. 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  under  the  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Hawkins,  formerly 
of  the  Cape  Civil  Service,  the  Library  has  been  benefited  to  the  extent  of  £100. 

The  amount  received  from  subscriptions  for  the  year  ending  March  31st  1891  was  £415  ;  that  for  the 
year  ending  March  31st  1892  is  £426  15s. 

The  number  who  subscribed  for  a  whole  or  part  of  a  twelvemonth  was  last  year  396  ;  the  number  is 
now  increased  to  484. 

As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  the  number  of  Readers  and  Visitors  to  the  Institution  during  the  past 
year  amounts  to  28,598,  showing  a  daily  average  of  96,  the  highest  number  in  one  day  being  152,  and  the 
lowest,  52.    The  total  number  last  year  was  29,682. 

The  number  of  works  and  volumes  lent  out  during  the  year  is  23,854  as  against  21,232  last  year,  and

The  Report  now  submitted  must  be  considered  as  quite  exceptional,  owing  to  the  circumstance 
that  the  Library  year  at  present  ends  with  December  instead  of  as  formerly  in  April,  and  also  that 
since  the  date  of  the  last  leport  the  conduct  of  the  Institution  has  by  Act  No.  33  of  1893,  been 
transferred  from  the  late  Committee  of  Management  to  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  partly  of 
(x-officio  members,  partly  of  members  nominated  by  Government,  and  partly  of  members  elected 
by  the  Annual  Subscribers.  The  need  for  some  change  in  the  constitution  has  long  been  acutely 
felt  in  consequence  of  the  altered  condition  of  the  Colony  since  the  passing  of  the  Ordinance 
in  1836,  by  which  the  Library  was,  until  1893,  controlled.  The  Act  was  passed  on  September 
Bth,  and  piomulgated  September  12th,  but  owing  to  the  formalities  necessary  to  constitute 
the  new  Board,  that  body  could  not  meet  until  November  20th  ;  consequently  this  statement  records  the 
actions  of  the  late  Committee  rather  than  those  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  arrangements  for  lighting  the  Library  by  electricity  were  completed  in  May  last,  and  the  build- 
ing was  formally  declared  open  for  evening  use  by  the  public,  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  on  May  9th. 
The  result  has  shewn  that  such  a  step  was  needed.  From  the  first  day  of  the  opening  to  December  31st, 
1893,  the  number  of  evening  readers  amounted  to  13,370,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  ihis 
attendance  will  decline.  The  expenses  of  this  improvement  have  been  met  by  an  annual  contribution  from 
the  Town  Council,  and  an  increased  Parliamentary  Grant  contingent  upon  the  Municipal  aid  being  main- 
tained. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  new  Museum  is  now  in  course  of  construction, 
so  that  there  is  a  reasonable  hope  that  within  a  period  of  two  years  the  whole  of  the  present  building  will 
be  available  for  Library  purposes.    Such  an  extension  of  premises  is  urgently  needed,  as  in  spite  of  the 
■  exertions  made  to  increase  the  shelf-room  it  is  evident  that  in  a  comparatively  short  time  the  outside  limit 
in  this  direction  will  be  reached. 

The  amount  received  from  subscriptions  from  the  last  annual  meeting  to  December  31st  was 
£371  5s.  Od.,  and  the  number  of  those  subscribing  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  469,  of  whom  325  were 
annual  subscribers.

In  presenting  the  Eeport  of  the  South  African  Public  Library  for  1894,  the  Board  is  pleased  to  note 
that,  looking  at  the  attendance  of  readers,  the  number  of  subscribers,  the  amount  received  from  Subscriptions 
and  the  increase  in  the  circulation  of  books,  the  past  year  can  be  certainly  regarded  as  the  most  successful  in 
the  history  of  the  Institution. 

New  Kules  and  Eegulations  were  drafted  early  in  the  year  and  approved  of  by  His  Excellency  the 
Governor,  on  April  4th.  The  three  pound  subscription  has  been  abolished,  and,  although  some  income  has 
been  lost  owing  to  this  step,  the  Board  hopes  that  the  facilities  afforded  by  other  changes  in  the  Rules  will 
gradually  lead  to  a  large  addition  to  the  number  of  Subscribers.  The  attention  of  employers  is 
specially  directed  to  the  regulation  by  which  business  firms  can  subscribe  on  behalf  of  their  employes  on 
special  terms.  Each  case  is  dealt  with  on  its  merits,  having  regard  to  the  number  employed.  At 
present  (March,  1895),  nearly  one  hundred  readers  under  this  clause,  are  enjoying  the  benefits  of  the 
Library. 

The  Board  has  had  under  its  consideration  the  question  of  the  Insurance  of  the  Books  and  Furniture, 
and  has  effected  a  Policy  more  nearly  covering  their  value  than  the  Policies  of  past  years.  The  Government, 
on  behalf  of  the  Colony,  has  become  responsible  for  the  Insurance  of  the  Building. 

Owing  to  the  very  large  increase  of  readers  the  subject  of  ventilation  forced  itself  upon  the  attention 
of  the  Board.  The  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  and  steps  were  immediately  taken 
to  supply  what  was  wanting. 

The  amount  received  from  subscriptions  during  the  year  was  £555  9s.  Od.,  and  the  number  of  those 
subscribing  on  December  31st  was  476,  of  whom  368  were  annual  Subscribers. 

The  readers  and  visitors  to  the  Institution  dmring  the  year  numbered  76,515,  of  whom  22,889  were 
evening  readers.  Since  1st  January,  1894,  there  has  been  an  average  attendance  by  day  of  175,  and  by 
night  of  75,  a  total  of  250.    The  average  attendance  last  year  was  197. 

Many  valuable  books  have  been  added  to  the  Reference  Library  owing  to  the  liberality  of  the 
Parhament  in  voting  the  sum  of  £500  for  this  pm-pose. 

The  last  Report  for  a  complete  year  (1893),  showed  that  the  number  of  volumes  lent  out  was  28,952, 
this  year  the  number  is  33,605.

In  presenting  the  Eeport  of  the  South  African  Public  Library  for  the  year  1896,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  portion  of  the  Building  occupied  by  the  Museum,  is  being 
vacated,  and  that  there  is  every  hkelihood  of  its  being  rendered  suitable  for  Library  purposes  during  the 
year  1897. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  note  that  the  attendance  of  readers  is  still  on  the  increase,  and  that 
though  libraries  in  the  suburbs  are  being  multiplied,  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  they  will 
permanently  affect  this  Institution.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  while  within  the  last  few  years  no  less 
than  eight  Public  Libraries  have  been  established  in  the  Peninsula,  viz.,  at  the  Docks,  at  Woodstock, 
Mowbray,  Eondebosch,  Clareraout,  Wynberg,  Muizenberg  and  Simon's  Town,  yet  the  South  African 
Public  Library  has  steadily  progressed. 

The  Board  is  glad  to  state  that  the  re-classification  and  re-cataloguing  of  the  Library,  upon 
which  the  Librarian  has  been  engaged,  is  approaching  completion,  and  that  nearly  all  the  subjects  have 
now  been  press-marked.  The  books  lent  out  to  readers  are  here  presented  under  the  new  system  of 
classification,  and  consequently  for  this  year  no  real  comparison  can  be  made  with  the  results  of  past  years ; 
though  it  is  certain  that  novel  reading  has  increased  and  that  the  perusal  of  more  serious  literature  has 
declined.

In  presenting  the  Report  for  the  past  year,  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that 
the  scheme  begun  in  1889  to  provide  separate  accomodation  foe  the  Library  and  the  Museum  has  in  the  year 
1897  been  brought  to  a  conclusion. 

The  conversion  into  a  Reading  Room  of  the  Hall  lately  occupied  by  the  Museum  has  been  a  subject 
upon  which  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  expended  much  time  and  trouble,  and  they  trust 
that,  considering  all  the  difficulties,  the  result  will  be  found  satisfactory.  For  most  ready  and  valuable 
assistance  they  are  indebted  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  (The  Hon.  Sir  James  Sivewbight)  and 
Mr.  H.  S.  Greaves.

In  presenting  their  Eeport  for  the  year  1898,  the  Trustees  of  the  South  African  Pubhc  Library- 
are  glad  to  record  the  completion  of  a  movement  begun  in  1889,  viz.,  the  provision  for  a  new  Museum, 
and  the  occupation  of  the  present  building  for  Library  purposes  only. 

The  large  Hall  formerly  used  for  the  Museum  exhibits,  now  converted  into  a  spacious  Eeading 
Boom  for  the  general  public,  was  opened  by  H.E.  the  Governor  (Sir  Alfred  Milner)  on  August  8th. 

The  change  has  given  greater  sitting  accommodation  than  is  generally  imagined.  The  old  Hall 
could  not  comfortably  seat  sixty  readers  and  was  disagreeably  full  with  eighty,  whilst  the  new  Hall  can  easily 
seat  one  hundred  and  sixty,  and  by  arrangement  could  be  made  available  for  an  additional  hundred. 

But  from  the  genuine  student's  point  of  view  the  most  satisfactory  change  is  the  conversion  of 
the  old  Hall  into  a  place  of  study,  where  he  may,  during  his  requirement,  have  a  seat  reserved  for  himself 
and  his  books.  This  convenience  has  been  enjoyed  by  many,  and  the  Trustees  expect  that  this  class  of 
reader  will  increase,  as  the  privilege  becomes  better  known. 

The  Trustees  are  anxious  to  throw  open  the  whole  building  each  day  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m.,  but 
lack  of  funds  prevents  their  doing  so.  Leaving  out  the  question  of  the  additional  staff  required  the  cost 
of  lighting  would  be  of  itself  almost  prohibitive.  During  the  last  four  months  of  the  year  1897  this  item 
cost  £39  3s.  8d.,  whilst  that  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1898  was  £61  lis.  3d.  These  months  it 
must  be  borne  in  mind  are  among  those  with  the  longest  days  ;  the  increase  during  the  winter  months 
will  be  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  figures  just  given.  The  Trustees,  however,  venture  to  hope  that 
the  necessary  funds  from  one  source  or  other  will  be  forthcoming. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year  the  Trustees  invited  the  co-operation  of  several  gentlemen,  specialists 
in  their  departments,  to  assist  in  drawing  up  lists  of  books  suitable  for  addition  to  the  Library  of  Reference. 
Most  of  those  invited  readily  promised  their  help,  and  some  have  submitted  their  lists.  The  Trustees  hope 
shoitly  to  be  able  to  consider  these  lists  and  to  purchase  such  works  as  the  funds  will  allow. 

In  December,  Mrs.  Saul  Solomon  most  generously  ofïered  such  of  her  late  husband's  library  as 
the  Trustees  should  choose,  to  be  placed  in  the  South  African  Public  Library  and  called  the  "  Saul  Solomon 
Collection."  The  offer  was  gratefully  accepted.  The  selection  was  made  early  this  year  (1899)  and  is  now 
in  the  Institution  awaiting  cataloguing  and  classification. 

The  Trustees  desire  to  thank  Dr.  Kolbe  for  accepting  a  seat  upon  the  Board  during  the  absence 
from  the  Colony  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cameron. 

They  regret  to  have  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Noble  and  of  Sir  George  Grey.  Mr.  Noble 
served  for  many  years  under  the  old  Committee  of  M anagement  as  Auditor,  and  later  as  one  of  the  Trustees 
and  as  Honorary  Treasurer.  Sir  George  Grey  by  his  munificent  gift,  known  as  the  Grey  Collection,  has 
directed  tl^e  attention  of  all  book-lovers  to  this  Institution.  Sir  George  Grey  differed  in  one  notable 
respect  from  ordinary  donors ;  he  gave  the  gift  during  his  life-time  and  his  interest  in  it  ceased  only  with 
his  life.

In  presenting  their  Report  for  the  year  1899,  the  Trustees  of  the  South  African  Public  Library 
desire  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  since  July  31st  ihe  whole  of  the  Library  has  been  open  (Sundays 
and  Christmas  Day  excepted)  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  The  Board  are  desirous  to  continue  this  increased 
facility  to  the  public ;  but,  as  it  is  being  carried  on  at  a  considerable  loss,  and  as  the  additional  expenditure  will 
soon  exhaust  the  available  funds,  they  will  be  unable  to  do  so  without  some  increase  to  the  means  at 
present  at  thsir  disposal.  The  whole  question  of  the  finances  of  the  Library  is  being  seriously  considered 
by  the  Trustees,  and  they  hope  soon  to  find  means  of  equalising  the  income  and  expenditure.  One  manifest 
way  of  doing  this  is  to  secui'e  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Subscribers. 

The  re-cataloguing  and  classification  of  the  books  of  the  Library  upon  which  the  Librarian  has  for 
some  years  been  engaged  are  completed,  with  the  exception  of  the  recently  acquired  Saul  Solomon  CoUectiou. 

There  are  now  (1)  a  catalogue  in  book-form  arranged  alphabetically  according  to  authors'  names, 
in  which  printed  slips  are  regularly  inserted  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  it  up  to  date,  (2)  a  manuscript 
subject-catalogue  of  the  books  as  they  stand  on  the  shelves,  and  (3)  a  card  catalogue  giving  full  biblio- 
graphical details  of  each  work.  The  books  are  now  numbered  and  have  been  arranged  in  the  Library 
according  to  the  numerical  order  of  their  press-marks,  Bj'  this  method  volumes  are  easily  found,  and 
consequently  the  time  of  the  reader  and  of  the  staff  is  considerably  saved. 


The  Trustees  invited  several  gentlemen,  experts  in  their  department,  to  draw  up  lists  of  books 
suitable  for  addition  to  the  Library.  The  assistance  asked  for  was  readily  given,  and  in  consequence 
purchases  have  been  made  of,  or  orders  given,  for  valuable  works  in  the  following :— Architecture, 
Engineering,  English  literature,  French  and  German  literature,  Greek  and  Latin  Classics,  Mathematics, 
Philology,  Philosophy,  Physics  and  Zoology.    Other  subjects  will  be  dealt  with  during  the  year  1900. 

Additional  accommodation  for  the  increasing  number  of  volumes  has  been  made  by  the  erection  of 
book-cases  in  the  galleries  of  the  Eeading  Room,  one  of  which  is  completed,  and  the  other  nearly  so. 

The  Trustees  regret  that  in  spite  of  the  vigilance  of  the  staff,  visitors  to  the  Library  have  some- 
times been  guilty  of  wanton  injury  to  boo-ks  and  even  of  stealing  them.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to  report  that 
in  the  month  of  July  a  reader  was  sentenced  to  a  term  of  imprisonment  for  stealing  a  work  belonging  to 
the  Institution. 

The  Trustees  regret  to  have  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  Willem  Hiddingh,  who  was  for  many 
years  a  member  of  the  Library  Committee,  and  Hon.  Treasurer,  and  to  whom  the  Institution  is  indebted  for 
several  valuable  gifts.  Mr.  Hiddingh  has  added  to  his  many  services  to  the  Library  by  bequeathing  the 
sum  of  £1,000  for  the  purchase  of  works  of  reference  to  be  called  the  "  Willem  Hiddingh  Collection,"

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  South  African  Public  Library  for  the  year  I'JOO  is  noteworthy 
ab  being  that  of  the  first  complete  year  during  which  the  Library  has  been  open  continuously  from 
9  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  The  Trustees  regret  that  the  state  of  the  Colony  does  not  warrant  them  in  drawing 
any  conclusion  as  to  the  real  advantage  the  continuous  opening  has  been  to  Cape  Town  and  the  neighbour- 
hood ;  the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  refugees  and  the  absence  of  many  of  the  regular  inhabitants 
preventing  any  trustworthy  comparisons  being  made  with  the  statistics  of  previous  years. 

Attention,  however,  must  be  directed  to  the  large  increase  of  readers  from  94,623  to  117,4:41,  an 
increase  which  has  taxed  to  the  utmost  the  energies  of  the  staff.  A  large  fraction  of  the^e  readers  belonging 
to  the  educated  classes  of  the  neighbouring  states  were  enabled  by  means  of  this  Institution  to  prosecute 
their  studies,  which,  but  for  such  an  opportunity,  would  have  been  abandoned.  Some  of  these  became 
temporary  subscribers,  and  the  result  can  be  seen  in  the  figures  dealing  with  the  cii'culation  of  books ; 
for  whilst  the  number  of  novels  and  magazines  lent  out  remains  about  the  same  as  last  year,  the  increase  in 
more  serious  literature  is  somewhat  considerable. 


The  migratory  character  of  these  readers  may  be  gathered  from  the  amount  of  deposits  received 
(£183)  and  the  deposits  returned  (£116),  which  shows  that  about  360  persons  became  subscribers  for  a  short 
time  and  that  230  withdrew,  a  state  of  things  without  precedent  in  the  history  of  the  Library. 

Important  additions  have  been  made  in  Architecture,  Engineering,  Mathematics,  Philology, 
Music,  Philosophy,  the  literatures  of  England,  France  and  Germany,  and  Greek  and  Latin  classics.  Other 
subjects  will  be  dealt  with  during  the  current  year  as  far  as  the  funds  will  allow.  The  Trustees  regret  to 
report  that  the  Government  grant  of  £500  specially  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  works  of  this  nature  was  for 
the  year  1900-01  withdrawn. 

During  the  year  new  book-cases  have  been  erected  in  the  top  gallery  and  on  the  floor  of  the 
Beading  Eoom.  These  provide  space  for  the  recent  additions  and  relieve  the  congested  state  of  other  parts 
of  the  Institution. 

The  Trustees  are  sorry  to  say  that  the  additional  expense  of  keeping  the  Library  open 
continuously  causes  the  expenditure  to  be  greater  than  the  income.  The  small  accumulated  capital  of  the 
Institution  has  during  the  year  been  re- invested  at  a  higher  rate  of  interest,  but  the  addition  to  the  income 
under  the  new  arrangement  will  not  greatly  lesson  the  annual  deficit. 

In  attempting  to  equalise  income  with  expenditure  the  subject  of  periodicals  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  Board.  A  generation  ago  comparatively  few  subscribers  regularly  took  out  this  class  of 
literature,  a  glance  at  an  occasional  article  which  specially  interested  them  satisfying  most  of  their 
requirements.  Of  late  years,  however,  a  more  popular  style  of  magazine  has  been  presented  by  publishers 
to  the  public,  and  subscribers  have  developed  a  taste  for  a  kind  of  reading  unknown  in  former  years.  In 
1889  our  magazine  circulation  was  6,939,  but  by  1899  it  had  risen  to  15,427.  In  some  cases  subscribers 
have  had  issued  to  them  during  a  year  more  than  200  magazines  and  reviews  in  addition  to  books.  After 
dehberation,  the  Trustees  came  to  the  conclusion  that  to  attempt  to  satisfy  the  growing  wants  of  this  class  of 
readers  would  nearly  exhaust  the  sum  paid  in  subscriptions,  and  that  they  would  be  left  at  the  year's  end 
■with  a  mass  of  printed  matter,  most  of  which  would  only  be  of  waste-paper  value.  The  question  of 
increased  clerical  assistance  had  also  to  be  considered.  They  therefore  resolved  to  divide  the  annual 
fiubscription  into  two  parts,  the  taking  out  of  a  magazine  being  optional  upon  a  small  additional  payment 
towards  the  defrayment  of  costs.

In  issuing  their  report  for  the  year  1901,  the  Trustees  of  the  South  African  Public  Library  have 
still  to  regret  that  the  state  of  the  Colony  does  not  warrant  them  in  drawing  any  conclusion  as  to  the  real 
advantage  the  continuous  opening  of  the  Institution  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  has  been  to  Cape  Town  and  the 
neighbourhood.    Refugees  remain  here  in  large  numbers,  whilst  many  of  the  regular  inhabitants  are  absent. 

In  their  last  report  the  Trustees  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Library  had  afforded  to  those 
belonging  to  the  educated  classes  of  the  neighbouring  Colonies,  the  means  of  prosecuting  their  studies  which 
but  for  such  oppoitunities  would  have  been  abandoned.  During  the  year  the  same  facilities  for  students 
have  been  made  available  and  have  been  taken  advantage  of,  but  it  is  significanti  that  within  the  last  few 
months  the  larger  number  of  this  class  of  reader  have  returned  to  their  homes. 

Some  indication  of  this  homeward  movement  can  be  seen  after  an  examination  of  the  amount  of 
deposits  received  and  deposits  returned.  During  1900  the  deposits  received  amounted  to  £183  and  the 
deposits  returned  to  £116  ;  showing  that  about  360  became  subscribers  and  that  230  withdrew,  a  state  of 
things  without  precedent  in  the  history  of  the  Library.  During  1901  the  amount  of  deposits  received  was 
£123  15s.  and  deposits  returned  £127  5s.,  showing  that  about  250  became  subscribers  and  260  withdrew. 

New  furniture  has  been  procured  for  the  Reference  Library,  and  a  cork  carpet  has  been  laid  down. 
This  carpet,  besides  being  much  cleaner  than  the  old  cocoa-nut  matting,  almost  removes  the  necessity  for 
closing  the  Institution  for  cleaning  purposes,  and  the  Trustees  would  have  been  able  to  state  that  during 
1901  the  Library  had  been  continuously  open  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  every  day  in  the  year  (Sundays, 
■Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday  excepted)  but  for  the  following  circumstance: — 

On  the  night  of  June  25th  the  woodwork  connected  with  the  electric  meter  was  found  to  be  oa 
fire.  The  discovery  was  made  by  Mrs.  Salmon,  whose  husband  occupies  rooms  in  a  part  of  the  building  at 
ipresent  used  as  Government  offices.  "With  great  presence  of  mind,  she  pulled  down  some  curtains, 
plunged  them  in  water,  and  by  this  action  extinguished  what  might  have  become  a  disastrous  fire. 


The  firm  of  electrical  engineers  who  had  hitherto  done  all  the  repairs  was  at  once  called  in. 
After  inspection  the  manager  stated  that  the  whole  apparatus  was  in  an  unsatisfactory  state,  and  that 
though  it  might  be  patched  up,  there  would  always  be  great  danger  of  another  fire,  and  on  the  part  of  his 
firm  declined  to  undertake  anything  in  the  way  of  mere  mending. 

A  consulting  electrical  engineer  was  then  instructed  to  make  a  thorough  examination  of  the 
lighting  arrangements  and  to  report.  After  examination  this  engineer  condemned  the  whole  apparatus 
as  dangerous,  and  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  nothing  short  of  an  entirely  new  installation  would  render  the 
lighting  safe.  To  be  quite  sui'e  that  matters  were  as  bad  as  they  were  represented,  the  Trustees  asked  the 
Government  for  the  services  of  their  electrician.  This  request  was  readily  granted.  After  another  inspec- 
tion, quite  independent  and  without  the  knowledge  of  the  first  engineer,  this  gentleman  came  to  precisely 
t!ie  same  conclusion  as  the  former. 

The  Trustees  then  approached  the  Government  with  a  view  of  having  the  lighting  arrangements 
carried  on  in  future  as  if  they  were  those  of  a  Government  Institution.  The  reasons  they  put  forward  were 
that  they  had  no  funds  with. which  to  defray  the  cost  of  a  thoroughly  good  installation,  and  that  besides 
books  and  manuscripts,  extremely  valuable  from  a  bibliographical  point  of  view,  there  were  in  the  Library 
manuscripts,  etc.,  relating  to  South  Africa  of  inestimable  value  to  future  historians,  which  if  destroyed  could 
never  be  replaced  no  matter  at  what  sum  they' might  be  insured. 

After  a  little  while  the  Government  consented  to  have  a  new  installation  made,  and  to  keep  it  in 
order  as  if  it  were  in  a  Government  Institution.  In  consequence,  however,  of  the  illuminations  in 
connection  with  the  visit  of  T.R.H.  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cornwall  and  York,  they  could  do  nothing 
until  the  departure  of  the  Eoyal  visitors.  At  the  close  of  the  visit  the  work  was  at  once  commenced,  and 
finished  in  the  shortest  possible  time.  Further,  the  light  is  now  supplied  from  the  Government  source,  so 
that  the  entire  lighting  iipparatus  is  now  under  one  control,  and  the  danger  of  fire  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

The  thanks  of  the  Trustees  are  due  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  (Dr.  Smartt)  for  the 
courtesy  and  public  spirit  he  has  shown  in  the  matter. 

The  Library  was  reopened  at  night  on  October  29th. 

The  Trustees  have  had  under  consideration  at  various  times  the  difficulty  of  combining  the  proper 
conduct  of  a  National  Library  of  Eeference  with  that  of  a  Circulating  Library,  and  the  time  seems  to  be 
approaching  when  this  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Government  or  Legislature  of  this  Colony.  The 
Librarian,  Mr.  Lewis,  has  handed  in  a  Eeport""  embodying  his  own  views  upon  this  subject,  which  the 
Trustees  append  as  a  vahjable  contribution  to  the  discussion  that  will  ensue.  They  are  not  yet  prepared 
to  make  any  definite  recommendations  in  respect  thereof. 

The  Trustees  regret  that  the  past  year  has  been  marked  by  a  large  increase  in  the  theft  and 
mutilation  of  magazines,  &c.,  lying  on  the  tables  in  the  Reading  Eoom.  Sufficient  evidence  was  obtained 
against  one  reader,  to  secure  his  conviction  in  the  Magistrate's  Court. 

The  general  introduction  of  the  slip  system  oi  ordering  books  has  enabled  the  staff  to  keep  a  correct 
account  of  all  works  issued  both  to  subscribers  and  to  non-subscribers.  The  figures  below  give  the  total 
numbers  from  July  1st. 

It  will  ba  seen  that  the  non-subscribers  have  considerably  added  to  the  more  serious  reading,|whilst 
they  have  made  no  appreciable  difference  to  the  novels. 

Had  the  Library  not  been  closed  at  dusk  for  four  months  of  this  period  the  difference  would  have 
been  more  marked.

February,  1902. 

Gbntlemes, 

It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  Government  have  in  the  matter  of  the  lighting  of  the  Librar)"  recognised  it  as  a 
National  Institution.  But  I  beg  leave  to  put  before  you  one  or  two  reasons,  in  addition  to  those  in  the  present  annual 
report,  why  the  whole  Institution  should  be  regarded  in  that  light. 

The  subject  is  no  new  one.  It  has  been  in  the  air  for  many  years  and  has  frequently  been  discussed  iu  several 
quarters,  and  it  is  hardly  overstating  the  case  to  say  the  project  has  not  been  seriously  opposed,  the  only  point  in  dispute 
being  as  to  the  time  when  such  a  change  should  be  effected. 

As  now  constituted  the  Library  has,  under  one  roof,  to  perform  a  three-fold  function,  viz.,  to  provide  a  library  of  free 
admission  for  the  inhabitants  of  Cape  Town  and  the  neighbourhood,  to  do  the  duties  of  a  subscription  library,  and  to  be  a 
Eeference  Library  for  students  in  all  subjects.  It  will  be  evident  to  anyone  with  practical  experience  in  library  work  that 
each  of  these  must  militate  against  the  other  two. 

A  few  years  ago,  when  the  Library  closed  at  4.30  p.m.  or  5.30  p.m.,  according  to  the  time  of  year,  a  large  number  of 
readers,  unless  they  became  subscribers,  had  little  chance  of  reading  a  library  book.  But  with  the  Institution  open  from 
9  a.m.  to  10  p.m.,  most  persons  can  read  as  much  as  they  desire  without  the  slightest  expenditure. 

In  these  circumstances  it  is  not  surprising  to  find  that  the  Library  is  becoming  (comparatively  speaking)  a  non- 
subscribers'  library.  During  the  three  years  1887-1889  the  annual  average  number  of  readers  was  25,830  and  the  average 
annual  subscription  £358.  During  the  three  years  1897-1899  (to  compare  years  of  peace)  the  annual  average  number  of 
readers  was  93,204  and  the  average  annual  subscription  was  £678  6s.  From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  while  the  annual 
average  attendance  has  nearly  quadrupled,  the  annual  average  subscription  has  not  doubled.  And  there  is  every  reason  to- 
believe  that  this  disparity  will  increase  as  time  goes  on. 


Further,  the  conditions  of  Cape  Town  are  altering.  Within  very  recent  years  the  Library  was  surrounded  by  streets 
of  dwelling  houses.  These  are  being  rapidly  turned  into  warehouses,  stores  and  shops,  and  the  inhabitants  have  gone  to  live 
either  in  distant  parts  of  the  city  or  in  the  suburbs,  where  libraries  have  already  been  established. 

Leaving  out  of  consideration  the  magazine  and  newsrooms  to  whicli  only  subscribers  can  claim  admittance,  these 
suburban  libraries  have  a  two-fold  duty  to  perform,  viz.,  that  of  providing  a  library  of  free  admission  and  of  acting  as  a 
subscription  library.  In  practice  they  will  be  found  to  be  principally  doing  the  latter  duty,  and  as,  up  to  £100,  they  are 
subsidised  by  Government  on  the  pound  for  pound  principle,  they  can  perform  their  work  at  less  cost  to  the  subscriber  than 
an  institution  where  the  subscription  part  is  not  subsidised  in  the  same  proportion.  These  libraries  are  open  at  such  hours  as 
suit  the  wants  of  the  locality,  and  seem  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  majority  of  the  residents  who  use  them. 

The  growth  of  Cape  Town  has  increased  the  need  for  the  establishment  of  similar  libraries  in  its  various  districts, 
at  Green  Point  and  at  Sea  Point. 

I  feel  confident  that  the  educational  value  of  such  institutions,  by  bringing  books,  etc.,  within  easy  reach  of  the 
people,  would  be  very  great.    One  such  library  was  established  at  the  Docks  in  1887  aud  has  been  a  great  success. 

Freed  from  duties  which  can  be  more  cheaply  performed  by  smaller  libraries,  this  Institution  would  then  become  the 
National  Library  and  would  be  able  to  spend  its  income  and  energies  in  providiug  increased  facilities  for  real  students,  and 
in  supplying  some  of  the  deficiencies  of  the  suburban  libraries.  The  chief  complaint  against  the  latter  is  that  no  provision  is 
or  can  be  made  for  the  more  serious  readers.  But  with  such  a  change  as  is  here  indicated  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in 
devising  a  scheme  by  which  the  great  majority  of  our  books  could  be  placed  at  the  dispo.sal  of  a  reader  in  the  library  of  the 
suburb  in  which  he  resides.

lu  presenting  their  report  for  the  Year  1902,  the  Trustees  of  the  South  African  Public  Library 
have  pleasure  in  stating  that  with  the  exception  of  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  Good  Friday,  Coronation  Day, 
and  June  26th,  the  date  originally  fixed  for  the  Coronation,  the  Library  has  been  open  from  9am  to 
10  p.m.,  making  309  days  in  all. 

It  is  still  impossible  to  determine  the  real  advantage  the  continuous  opening  has  been  to  the 
permanent  inhabitants  of  Cape  Town  and  the  neighbourhood,  as  during  the  war,  which  lasted  during  the 
whole  of  1900,  1901  and  parts  of  1899  and  1902,  the  Institution  v;as  largely  used  by  the  refugees  from  the 
neighbouring  territories. 

How  far  these  affected  the  Library,  may  in  some  measure  be  learned  by  a  comparison  of  the 
amount  of  deposits  received  and  returned  during  the  four  years  1399-1902  and  the  amount  of  those  received 
and  returned  during  the  four  years  immediately  preceding  the  war.  During  the  period  lS9o-1898  the  amount 
received  from  deposits  was  £372  10s.,  and  that  returned  £210  lOs.    During  the  years  1899-1902  the  deposits 


received  amounted  to  £549  10s.,  and  those  returned  to  £421  10s.  From  these  figures  it  is  found  that  during 
the  former  period  755  new  subscribers  joined  and  481  withdrew  while  during  tlie  latter  period  1099 
new  subscribers  joined  and  843  withdrew.  This  calculation  takes  no  account  of  the  very  large 
number  of  readers  who  availed  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  the  Institution  extended  to  non-subscribers. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  war  most  of  the  readers  and  subscribers  from  the  Transvaal  and  the 
Orange  River  Colonies  returned  to  their  homes.

These  figures  give  the  total  number  of  books  issued  to  subscribers  and  also  to  non-subscribers,  and 
thus  show  the  work  which  is  being  performed  in  this  direction ;  but  they  are  no  indication  of  the  use  made 
of  the  works  of  reference  in  the  open  shelves,  which  are,  almost  without  intermission,  being  consulted,  nor 
do  they  take  any  account  of  the  stream  of  readers  who  daily  peruse  the  table  copies  of  the  current  periodicals 
and  reviews. 

There  has  been  during  the  year,  a  perceptible  increase  in  the  number  of  readers  who  spend  a  large 
portion  of  each  day  in  the  perusal  of  works  difficult  to  obtain  outside  the  institution.  It  is  all  the  more 
necessary  therefore  that  everyone  entering  the  Library  should  observe  most  carefully  the  notice  in  regard 
to  the  preservation  of  silence. 

The  Trustees  regret  to  have  to  report  that  there  has  been  during  the  year  a  considerable  amount 
of  theft  and  multilation  of  the  magazines  and  reviews  lying  on  the  tables  in  the  Reading  Room.

In  presenting  iheir  Report  for  the  year  1903,  the  Trustees  are  pleased  to  he  uhle  to  state  that  the 
work  of  the  Lihrary  has  resumed  the  condition  it  was  in  hcfore'  the  outbreak  of  the  war  in  1899 

During  the  year  the  institution  was  open  continuously  from  9  a  na.  to  10  p.m.  (Sundays,  Christmas 
Day,  and  Good  Friday  excepted),  making  311  days  in  all. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  it  was  discovered  that  the  foundation  of  that  part  of  the  huilding  near 
the  Government  Avenue  was  sinking,  and  that,  in  consequence,  the  structure  was  in  danger.  The 
Public  Works  Department  have  given  their  attention  to  the  matter,  and  that  portion  of  the  Library  has  been 
considerably  strengthened.  The  Grey  Collection  had  to  be  closed  to  the  public  whilst  this  work  was  in 
progress,  and  will  still  be  closed  until  the  room  has  been  refitted  in  keeping  with  the  other  bookcases. 
It  cannot  be  restored  exactly  to  its  former  state,  as  the  strengthening  of  the  building  necessitated  some 
slight  structural  alterations. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  compilation  of  a  key  to  the  classification  of  the  books 
in  the  Library,  which  should  prove  useful  to  students  of  general  subjects.  The  issue  of  subject  catalogues 
is  so  expensive  as  to  be  beyond  the  means  of  this  institution,  anrl.  moreover,  such  catalogues  begin  to  be 
out  of  date  as  soon  as  they  are  out  of  the  printer's  hands,  but  the  value  of  tliis  key  (to  be  published  in  1904) 
will  be  permanent 


A  card  catalogue  giving  the  fullest  bibliographical  information  has  been  in  use  in  the  Library  for 
the  use  of  the  staff  and  general  students  for  the  last  twelve  years.  In  1903,  a  card  catalogue,  giving  less 
detailed  information  was  begun  for  the  use  of  general  readers.  At  present  it  only  includes  the  books 
acquired  by  the  Library  during  the  last  two  years ;  but  it  will  gradually  embrace  all  the  contents  of  the 
Library,  and  concurrently,  a  minute  subject  catalogue  will  be  compiled. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  already  there  are  signs  that  readers  do  not  handle  this  catalogue  with 
the  care  that  the  cards  require.

In  presenting  their  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  .31st,  1904,  the  Trustees  of  the  South 
African  PubHc  Library  have  to  say  that  the  Institution  was  open  continuously  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m. 
(Sundays  and  Good  Friday  excepted)  making  31.3  days  in  all. 

The  Trustees  in  their  report  for  the  year  1903  stated  that  the  foundation  of  that  part  of  the 
building  near  Government  Avenue  was  sinking,  that  in  consequence  the  structure  was  in  danger,  and 
that  the  Grey  Collection  had  to  be  closed  to  the  public.  Attention  to  the  matter  was  given  by  the  PubUc 
Works  Department,  and  the  building  was  considerably  strengthened.  Upon  the  completion  of  this  work 
the  Grey  Collection  was  restored  to  almost  its  original  condition  and  was  again  opened  to  the  public. 


Professor  Henderson,  of  Adelaide  University,  South  .\ustralia  who  is  preparing  material  for  a 
life  of  Sir  George  Grey,  spent  the  early  part  of  the  year  in  South  Africa,  and  during  his  stay  examined  all 
the  MSS.  in  the  Collection  from  whifli  information  for  the  hiogra))liy  might  lie  obtained. 


The  Trustees  deplore  the  loss  of  the  Ven.  Archdeacon  Lightfoot,  who  had  been  Chamuan  of  the 
Board  since  1893.    At  the  first  meeting  after  his  death  the  following  resolution  was  passed  : 

"  That  this  Board  records  its  sense  of  the  great  loss  the  institution  has  sustained  in 
the  death  of  the  late  Chairman,  the  Venerable  Archdeacon  Lightfoot,  and  desires  to 
express  its  deep  sympathy  with  his  widow  and  family,  and  its  admiration  of  the  public 
and  private  virtues  of  the  deceased." 

At  the  same  meeting  the  Hon.  Sir  E.  J.  Buchanan  was  elected  to  the  vacant  Chairmanship. 

Whatever  time  could  be  spared  from  the  necessary  work  of  the  Library  has  been  devoted  to  the 
preparation  of  the  new  Card  Catalogue  (both  alphabetical  and  subject),  and  very  fair  progress  has  been  made. 
A  subject  index  to  the  system  of  classification  was  completed  early  in  the  year,  and  has  proved  of  considerable 
use  to  the  frequenters  of  the  Institution.

In  presenting  their  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1905,  the  Trustees  of  the  South 
African  Public  Library  have  to  say  that  the  Institution  was  open  continuously  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m. 
(Sundays,  Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday  e.xcepted)  making  310  days  in  all. 

During  the  year  the  Hon.  Sir  J.  E.  Buchanan's  term  of  ofïïce  as  Vice  Chancellor  of  the  University 
expired,  and  he  was  co-opted  to  serve  on  the  Board  during  the  absence  from  the  Colony  of  Dr.  Muir.  For 
this  service  the  Trustees  desire  to  render  him  their  sincere  thanks. 

Although  the  financial  depression  has  been  felt  by  the  Institution,  and  has  been  the  cau.se  of  the 
removal  of  some  of  the  oldest  Subscribers,  the  number  of  readers  and  the  circulation  of  books  have 
increased. 


The  Trustees  regret  that  they  have  again  to  complain  of  mutilation  and  theft  of  magazines  in  the 
Reading  Room.    From  the  open  access  cases,  three  works  were  stolen  within  a  few  days  of  their  beim; 


placed  on  the  shelves.  These  werejuta's  Cape  lovvn  Directory,  Donaldson  and  Hill's  Western  Province 
Directory,  and  Kilpin's  Civil  Service  List.  The  first  was  sold  by  the  thief,  but  returned  by  the  purchaser 
as  soon  as  he  observed  the  Library  stamp ;  of  the  other  two  nothing  has  been  heard. 

As  much  time  as  could  be  spared  from  the  necessary  routine  work  of  the  Library  has  been  spent 
on  the  new  Alphabetical  and  Subject  Card  Catalogue. 

The  Trustees  are  glad  to  notice  that  the  Town  Council  has  taken  steps  by  which  the  advantages 
of  a  Newspaper  Reading  Room  will  shortly  be  available  for  the  inhabitants  of  Cape  Town. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Rev.  H.  W.  Williams,  M.A.,  Gisborne,  New  Zealand,  visited  the 
Grey  Library  and  examined  the  unique  collection  of  Books  and  Manuscripts  upon  the  Maori  Language  and 
Literature.

In  presenting;  their  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1906,  the  Trustees  of  the 
South  African  Public  Library  have  to  say  that  the  Institution  was  open  continuously  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m. 
(Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday  exxepted),  making"  311  days  in  all.  ^ 

The  prevailing  financial  depression  continues  to  be  felt  by  the  Institution.  There  has  been  a  loss 
of  a  few  of  the  Annual  Subscribers,  but  a  noticeable  feature  is  the  decline  in  the  number  of  visitors  to 
Cape  Town.  This  may  be  seen  by  comparing  the  amount  of  deposits  received  and  deposits  returned  in  the 
various  years.  In  1901  the  deposits  received  amounted  to  £180,  and  those  returned  £127  5s.  In  1906 
the  corresponding  sums  were  £73  10s.  and  £62  10s.  respectively. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  books  has  caused  congestion  in  some  parts  of  the  Library,  and  the 
Trustees  have  fitted  up  shelves  in  one  of  the  rooms  in  the  part  formerly  occupied  by  the  Museum.  These 
shelves  will  accommodate  about  2,000  volumes,  and  will  afford  temporary  relief. 


A  card  catalogue  for  the  novels  was  completed  and  put  into  use  during  the  year,  and  satisfactory 
progress  is  being  made  with  that  for  the  other  portion  of  the  Library.

The  Library  now  contains  about  90,000  volumes,  not  reckoning  unbound  pamphlets  and 
magazines. 

The  Trustees  regret  to  state  that  the  sum  of  £500,  usually  voted  by  Parliament  for  Works  of 
Reference,  has  not  been  placed  on  the  Estimates  for  the  last  three  years ;  and,  further,  that  the 
Government  Grant  for  this  year  has  been  reduced  by  £200.  This  has  caused  a  considerable  strain  on  the 
finances  of  the  Institution,  and,  in  order  to  reduce  expenditure,  the  Trustees,  on  the  resignation  of  one  of  the 
senior  assistants,  did  not  appoint  another  to  the  position. 


The  usual  accounts  are  appended,  and  they,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  printed  list  of 
Subscribers  which  has  been  issued,  disclose  a  lacl<  of  support  on  the  part  of  the  <,'eneral  pul)lic,  which  is  not 
a  satisfactory  si-^n  of  the  times.

In  presenting  their  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1907,  the  Trustees  of  the  South 
African  Public  Library  have  to  say  that  the  Institution  was  open  continuously  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m. 
(Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday  excepted),  making  311  days  in  all. 

Although  the  Library  still  suffers  from  the  prevailing  financial  depression,  it  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  the  attendance  of  readers  and  the  issue  of  books  have  largely  increased. 

The  additional  shelving  which  the  Trustees  had  fitted  up  last  year  has  been  entirely  occupied,  and 
the  Board  will  have  to  consider  the  question  of  providing  further  accommodation.

The  Library  now  contains  about  90,000  volumes,  not  reckoning  unbound  pamphlets  and 
tnagazines. 

The  Trustees  regret  to  state  that  the  sum  of  £500,  usually  voted  by  Parliament  for  Works  of 
Reference,  has  not  been  placed  on  the  Estimates  for  the  last  four  years;  and,  further,  that  the  Government 
Grant  for  two  years  has  been  reduced  by  £200.  This  has  caused  a  considerable  strain  on  the  finances  of 
the  Institution,  and,  in  order  to  curtail  expenditure,  the  Trustees  regret  that  it  has  again  been  necessary  to 
reduce  the  staff. 

The  usual  accounts  are  appended,  and  they,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  printed  list  of 
Subscribers  which  has  been  issued,  disclose  a  lack  of  support  on  the  part  of  the  general  public,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  subscription  to  this  great  Library  is  only  £1  per  annum.

In  presenting  their  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1908  the  Trustees  have  to 
record  with  much  re,t;ret  the  death  of  the  Librarian,  Mr.  F.  S.  Lewis,  M.A  ,  on  2nd  December.  Mr.  Lewis 
was  appointed  in  1887  and  his  loss  will  be  severely  felt  by  the  more  studious  of  the  frequenters  of  the 
Library  whom  he  was  always  anxious  to  help.  The  Trustees  propose  to  advertise  the  vacancy  after 
considering  ways  and  means.  Meanwhile  thev  have  appointed  Miss  A.  Mackenzie,  a  member  of  the  staff, 
.Acting  I,il)rarian. 

With  the  exception  of  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  Good  Friday,  and  the  occasion  of  Mr.  Lewis' 
funeral,  the  Library  was  open  daily  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m.,  making  a  total  of  312  days  in  all. 

The  Trustees  regret  to  have  to  report  another  reduction  in  the  Government  Grant  and  a  slight 
decrease  in  the  amount  of  subscriptions  received.  They  take  this  opportunity  of  drawing  pointed  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  Institution  is  called  on  to  serve  as  a  national  library  of  reference  and  at  the  same  time 
as  an  ordinary  subscription  library  for  general  readers,  and  that  with  the  totally  inadequate  financial 
support  accorded  to  it  the  interests  of  both  classes  of  readers  must  inevitably  suffer.

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1909,  the  Library  has  suffered  a  great  loss  by  the  death  of 
the  Hon.  J.  H.  Hofmeyr,  who  had  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  since  1888. 

The  Trustees  advertised  for  a  new  Librarian  in  February  last,  and  eventually  selected  Mr.  A.  C.  G. 
Lloyd,  formerly  of  the  Cambridge  University  Library,  who  took  over  his  duties  in  April. 

During  the  year  1909  a  room  has  been  provided  with  shelving  to  accommodate  all  Blue  Books 
and  Government  publications  generally  relating  to  South  Africa.  A  further  room  at  the  west  end  of  the 
Library  has  been  furnished  and  placed  at  the  disposal  of  students,  of  which  full  advantage  has  been  taken. 

The  Trustees  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  substantial  increase  in  the  amount  of  subscriptions, 
the  first  increase  for  seven  years.  Although  the  Library  revenue  from  all  sources  has  diminished  during 
the  year  by  over  £100,  mainly  owing  to  the  reduction  in  the  Parliamentary  Grant,  it  has  been  found  possible 
to  increase  the  expenditure  on  books  by  £150  or  33  per  cent.  In  addition  to  this  a  small  balance  has  been 
accumulated  which  has  been  ear-marked  for  certain  urgently  needed  services. 

The  Card  Catalogue  has  been  advanced  by  the  completion  of  letters  I,  J  and  K.  At  the  present 
moment  L  is  in  the  printers'  hands,  and  progress  has  been  made  with  other  letters,  leaving  letters  N — Q.  and 
T — Z,  to  be  done.  Concurrently  with  the  main  catalogue,  a  Card  Subject  Catalogue  is  being  prepared.  The 
Trustees  would  again  call  attention  to  the  comparatively  low  percentage  of  fiction  in  the  total  circulation  of 
books. 

The  Staft'of  the  Library  is  called  on  to  deal  with  a  considerable  correspondence  from  all  parts  of 
South  Africa  asking  for  information  on  the  most  diverse  subjects.  The  influence  of  the  Library  is  there- 
fore not  confined  to  Cape  Town  or  Cape  Colony.
